Question for the list... 


I picked up an Hallicrafters HT-40 at Rochester NH this past weekend 
(the price was right). 


With the exception of a fried resistor, which was quickly replaced, 

the little transmitter is complete. However, I checked all the tubes 

on my tester (all FIVE of them, quite a transmitter...) and the 6DE7 

tube produced a result I have never seen before -- the indicator 

needle on the tester (mutual conductance) was VERY quickly swinging 

back and forth, constantly. I have never seen this result. Also, 

in the tester it became very hot, and it does as well in the transmitter 
itself. I know tubes are supposed to run hot, but in the tester? 


The indicator said the tube was good, despite the fast deviation of 
the meter. The radio puts out power, albeit a bit low. I don't know 
the specs on the radio so I don't know what to expect anyways. 


My question -- what purpose does the 6DE7 serve in this transmitter, 
and does the fast deviation of the meter and excessive heat generated 
indicate some kind of defect or failure? I don't have another 6DE7 to 


compare to.

Beauty, they say, is in the eye of the beholder and so is 
value-for-money. It all depends what you're looking for, how common it 
is and how desperate you are to get it. I've got to say that what I'm 
looking for (tube-era TV studio equipment) is getting really hard to find 
these days and I come back from most swapmeets without spending anything, 
simply because there's nothing I want. I know, it's tough. 


But that does mean if something really tasty turns up I'll pay above 
value to get it. Often I don't have to because other people don't value 
it highly (most people don't want heavy, 30-year old 14" picture monitors 
for a start) but the way I see it, if I do have to pay a bit over the 
odds, (a) it's for something that will give pleasure and (b) I've had 
many bargains in the past.

Thanks for the info on the R392. I did not know that any of them came 
with engraved front panels! I'd love to find one such unit so it could be 
more readily restored to new appearance. It would be interesting to find 
out how many others are out there with engraved panels! 


About the BFO calibration, etc I really never understood why they did not 
mount the BFO unit directly to the front panel, more like the R390/390A. 
It seems like there is room for the smaller 392 BFO sealed unit to be 
bolted to the front rather employ the really awkward arrangement they 
settled upon. 


Relative to using the solid state module with the R-392 I can imagine a 
simple fix to regulate/rectify the voltage right at the audio module, 
private for that circuit. Then you could put in AC or DC to the filaments 
from 24-28 V, and 40 DC to the plates and the audio module would never 
know the difference. Being able to build a supply with 22 V AC for the 
filaments and 40 V at a couple a hundred mils is a real savings in cost 
and hassle. 


I agree Mike that a really nice arrangement would be to get a similar 
size, appearance box and build into it both the power supply and a nice 
speaker. This would be the ultimate R392 accessory!

Yeah, Ed Heath was well-known in aviation circles for the Heath 
Parasol. Originally built to fly behind a Model T Ford motor, but more 
of them flew with A motors. Heath converted and sold Henderson 
motorcycle motor for the parasol. Considering the size of the 
homebuilt aviation hobby these days, it's hard to remember that 
homebuilt airplanes were not permitted for about ten years, until a 
bunch of people in Oregon put the screws to the CAA (before FAA) to 
open up the rules. That was '47-'48. 


Heath's entry into the kit business, using war surplus components, was 
the last thing he did. My recollection is that he died around 1949, 
and his widow kept the thing going until she sold it to Daystrom 
several years later. I recall building one of their first scope kits. 
As I recall, the CRT was a 5BP4, a surplus radar display tube. The P4 
phosphor is the black-and-white used for TV. I think I traded it with 
a TV store for a GE 810 TV set, which I had until the mid-60's. I 
don't recall that Heath did much of anything with aviation after the 
war. 


By the way, Daystrom also bought Weston meters. What has become of 
them?

Hi Bob, count me in for the "Ralley", but my rig of preference is my 
UX210 TNT. Also have an "original" UX-210 homebrew hartley rig (with a 
glas socket!) that I've never tried on the air, so could use that if you 
want to restrict it to the Hartley. I would sugest to follow similar 
rules as the AWA 1929 QSO party, which is basically this: One tube, 
self-excited oscillator, any 1929 circuit, no XTALs, less than 10 watts 
plate input.

Thanks to those who responded with comments about the British made KW2006B. 


Since comments came from Canada and the northern U.S., it seems that some of 
these rigs must have been imported and sold in Canada. The unit I acquired 
came most recently via Kansas to get this far south (Texas). 


I've opened it up and I agree the wiring is a little unorthodox, but as a EE 
I can appreciate the fact that the British designers truly minimized lead 
length by doing away with terminal strips and implementing a center of tube 
socket grounding scheme. I haven't formed an opinion about reliability, 
though the grounding scheme seems rugged enough. 


The thing that concerns me most is that the rig is full of polystyrene 
capacitors. (I didn't look closely enough to determine for sure whether 
these were factory installed or from a former owner who had good intentions. 
I kinda assumed the latter.) Polystyrene capacitors are very stable 
electrically, but mechanically are exceptionally fragile. ;-) 


As far as the complaint about the bands being only 200kHz wide: I may be 
wrong but didn't the old Collins PTO tune just 200 kHz also??? And as for 
the comment about the rig not covering the upper 100kHz of 40 meters, aren't 
or weren't the British restricted from using the upper portion of 40 meters 
anyway? 


The lack of a CW key jack does seem kinda silly though for a rig that 
purports to have CW break-in capability. Ya gotta wire into a connector on 
the back or better yet use a different rig for CW - this one doesn't have a 
narrow CW filter anyway. 


The only thing that strikes me as really silly is the 15 meter coverage. It 
covers 21.000 to 21.200 and 21.300 to 21.500, skipping 21.200 to 21.300. If 
anyone can speculate as to why they did this I'd like to hear it. 


I'll post more later as to what I find wrong with this interesting foreign 
foreign made rig.
